Thursday, Nov. 22.— (By the 
Associated Press.)—The success of the 
British arms in the C-amarai sector lias 
continued to grow steadily and Field 
Marshal Haig's troops in a little more 
than two days' tigTitlng have overrun 
an area equal in size to that won by

Verdun. 
British 
cavalry,

infantry today were battling their way 
forward along a line which at many 
points west and southwest of Cambrai,

Fontaine Notre Dame was the scene of 
the heaviest fighting vc.sterday.

high <'ost upon travelling, by 
means 
of radical rai.ses in the price of ticket.s, 
as to insure that only those will travel 
who absolutely must do so.

lows: On all tickets for express trains 
costing up to five marks, 
an

charge of three marks will be levied;

LESSON FOR NOVEMBER 25 


, A PSALM OF THANK8QIVINQ. 


LESSON TBXT->PBalnM 103. 
GOLDEN TBXT-Blees the Lord, O my 
voul. and forffct not all his benefits.—Pa. 
103:2. 


This Psalm Is man's response to the 
goodness and mercy of God. 
It ex- 
presses the joy and gratitude of a for- 
given sinner as he worships before 
God. There is too much In this Psalm 
for one to attempt to set it forth, so 
we must be content to display some of 
Its most prominent notes. 
: 
I. Man's Enttre Being Should Sing 
God's Praise, v. 1. The true worship- 
per praises God with every faculty of 
his being; his Intellect, emotion, de- 
sires, affections all unite in praising 
Jehorali. 
The entire being responds 
in a song of hurmonious praise. Some 
praise God with their voices but not 
with their hearts; some with their in- 
tellect but not with their affections; 
gome with their emotions but not with 
their wills. That praise which involves 
the entire being alone is pleasing to 
God. 


II. The Benefits Granted, vv. 2-6. The 
Psalmist exhorts man not to forget ail 
God's benefits. This seems to be need- 
ed now as well as then, for most of us 
are better at remembering our troubles 
and adversities, our losses and our sor- 
rows, than we are at rememliering our 
mercies and blessings. 
It worM be a 
good thing for some of us to keep a 
record of the good things of life and 
see that, after all, our blessings out- 
weigh our burdens. 
We have more 
days of sunshine than of clouds, more 
joys than we have of sorrows, more 
hours when we are free from pain than 
we suffer with pain. 
If God were 
as forgetful of us as we are of Him, 
life would be nsrd indeed. 


(1) Forgiveness of sins, v, 3. 
In 
forgiveness 
v,-e are freed from 
the 
curse of sin and its blight and burdens 
are removed. 
We are not only for- 
given, but we are healed of sin's dis- 
ease ! not only freed from the burdens 
of sin but of its effects, so that we do 
not go after the things of this world. 
To be saved fo»* heaven means that 
we are saved from the world. 


(2) 
Redemption, v. 4. 
We 
have 
been saved by Christ giving Himself 
as a ransom for our souls. 


(3) Satisfaction, v. 5. 
When God 
redeems. He so thoroughly renews the 
injai that the good things which he 
gets from God satisfj' him. 
His bless- i 
ings are so real that he finds satisfac- 
tion in God.i 5fen and women of the 
world are reaching out after 
fleeting 
things. 
They are ever grasping after 
someliiilig, bill are never satisfied. Not 
so with tho redeemed soul; he finds 
absohiti! 
f--;itisfac(ion 
in 
the 
things 
which (rfid gives him. 
Worldings may 
be satiated, but God's redeemed alone 
are satisfied. 


(4) Executing Judgment in behalf of 
the oppref-rod, v. G. 
He Is always on 
the side of the oppressed. 
God under- 
takes for his own, and sooner or later 
He will mete out justice to all. There j 
Is a reckoning day for the world com- 
ing. 
Those who have done evil shalh 
suffer loss; those who have done good 
shall be rewarded. 


III. Attributes of God for Which He 
Should Be Praised, vv. 7-18. 
These 
attributes have been displayed in God's 
dealings with his chosen people. 


(1) Merciful and gracious, v. 8. 
He i 
Is slow to anger and plenteous in mer- 
cy. An example of his mercy is seen j 
in the father of the prodigal son run- 
ning to meet his son and kissing him. 
A very little thought will make very 
evident how God withholds his anger 
and waits patiently for an opportunity 
to extend his mercy. 


(2) He will not always "chide," vv. 
8-12. When God forgives he forgives 
forever. 
Men say they forgive, but 
how often 
they "chide" and 
"keep 
anger." 
God has not dealt with us ac- 
cording to our sins, for, as the heav- 
ens are high above the earth, so great 
Is his mercy toward them that they 
iear him. 
So really has God forgiven 
us that our transgressions are as far 
removed from us as the East Is from 
the West, an incalcuhibie distance. 


(3) He is compassionate and tender, 
w . 13-14. 
This reveals God's fatherly 
heart. 
He fully knows our weakness. 
He does not deal with us as though we 
were strong. He knows how weak and 
fallible we are through the fall. 
It Is 
consoling to know that God considers 
our "frame"; He knows that we are 
"dust." 


(4) His mercy Is everlasting, eternal, 
vv. 15-17. 
Man Is at best transitory, 
but God Is eternal. The one who rests 
his hopes in God Is eternally safe. 
This should encourage us to lean not 
upon man but upon God. 


(5) God Is gracious to those who are 
In covenant relationship, v. 18. 
If we 
would enjoy these blessings revealed 
In God's attributes we must be God's 
children. 
His mercies are restrictive, 
only bestowed upon bis own children. 


IV. A Call to All the Universe to 
Praise the Lord, w . 19-22. 
Since God 
Is such a wonderful Being, He should 
have universal praise. His kingdom is 
over all; his Lordship should have 
recognition.

There does not appear to be an.y doubt that 
sooner i>i- latei' and at no great distance in 
the futui-e congress will adopt the resolution 
to sumbit i(t the states the Susan B. Anthony 
amenclment for cornjilete political equality of 
women. 
That action Avould have earlier field 
if the militants 
could be jiersuaded 
to let 
AVa^hington alone. 
The conclusion is that the 
disorderly militants harbor some sort of no- 
tion that by keeping at their silly and futile 
demonstrations in the capital they will stand 
to claim all the credit of the victor}' wdien it 
com^s and be able to boast they compelled the 
president to heed and coerced congress into 
fiction. 


It is much to be regretted that the pick- 
teters cannot be brought to appreciate the 
harm they do the cause they preach. Suffrage 
is no dearer to these disorderly few than it is 
to millions of American women who have faitli 
in the chivalry and justice of the men who 
must make the laws by which woman's politi- 
cal ,equality must come. 
There might be a

FOOD SHORTAGE REAL. 


It is stated by Dr. H. E. Barnard, national 
food administrator for Indiana, that there is 
a real food shortage in the country and that 
if less wasteful and extravagant practices in 
the use of food are not made the rule the day 
of legal rationing will not be long coming. 


It- is not to be understood from this that 
there is any danger of famine or starvation. 
Americans are not going to perish miserably 
D£ hunger. 
But it does mean that under the 
ti.ecessities the war imposes this country must 
>86 its food carefully and be able to feed its 
lilies, without whose ability to keep up the 
^ght we are doomed to defeat in the war. 
)?his nation must feed the European nations 
ipith whom we iight. And while we may have 
tllenty of food fojr ourselves alone, we have-too 


little if we meet the call of the allies for food. 


It is a hard job to break up the habits of 
generations of Avell-fed Americans. 
Food al- 
ways has been one of the things of greatest 
abundance in this country. 
If a wdieat crop 
happened to run short Ave kept for ourselves 
and exported less. 
Prices might rise, but 
there wan no attempt to conserve that grain 
and the proposal for wdieatless meals and 
wheatless days w'ould have got a horse laugh 
from Cape Cod to Sau Diego. 
We have been 
facing a growing shortage of flesh foods for 
a good many years and prices have been con- 
stantly rising. 
That has impressed nobody, 
although the warnings have been clear and 
persistent that America was rushing forward 
to a meatless future if conservation of food 
animals did not become the rule. 
There has 
been plenty of grumbling at prices and kick- 
ing against the packing trust and all that, but 
no one has appeared to consider that to reduce 
consumption of meat appreciably would fur- 
nish some little guarantee for the future. 


In the present year we got a short v.-heat 
crop, but a bumper harvest of corn and an 
unprecedented yield of potatoes. We can eat 
all the coi-ii and potatoes we want, but wdieat 
must be conserved, for that and meat are the 
food staples that must be shared with the 
allies. 
iSugar has run so short that in some 
sections sugar famine has been an actuality. 
Fats are undeniably scarce and wull become 
scarcer, for fats must be kept going to the 
battle fronts and the industrial centers that 
men may remain strong either for the fight- 
ing or for the not less vital service of labor 
tnat makes fighting possible. 


When Dr. Barnard speaks of the po.ssibility 
of rationing, that does not mean rationing as 
tJiorougli and drastic as Germany has found 
it necessary to practice. 
We have plenty of 
certain foods. 
But there will have to be 
rationing if the scarcer foods are not con- 
served. Probably it would be no bad thing to 
])ut the American people under some con- 
straint to cease waste and extravagance in the 
use of foods, and that altogether apart from 
any necessity that has to do with our part in 
the war. It has been so long and so universal- 
ly the practice to have everything in a great 
abundance and to use it lavishly with the 
thought that where it came from was plenty 
more, there perhaps must be some sort of force 
used to break the habits to Avhich the modern 
generations of American people were born 
and bred. 
There seems to be a notion that 
the solemn counsel of Hoover, and others Avho 
ought to know, respecting the food shortage 
is a soi't of joke and that the preaching of 
necessity for conservation is a pleasantry. 
It 
is imjiossible for multitudes of people to get 
it into their heads that food after awhile maj- 
be hard to get. 


The coal situation ought to teach the Amer- 
ican people that notwithstanding 
the pro- 
digious abnndancc of their resources they can 
be made to suffer want.

It is wholly in line with expectations that 
the envoys of nations of the allies will have 
nothing to do with the Lenine-Trotsky gov- 
ernment in Petrograd.

armistice.

brought down to the low level of 91 per 
thousand. 


A national council in charge of child 
welfare work had in the metropolitan 
borough.s 600 professional 
health vis- 
itors In lrl4 and 812 in 1915 and 1,000 
In 1916 and 1917. 
In the very first 
year of the war it opened 100 schools 
for mothers and more each following 
year. 


In France at the outbreak of the 
war a complete military organization 
was formed to take care of expectant 
mothers and infants with the result 
that they never befoi-e were so well 
cared for.

The 
comprehensive 
program pro- 
posed by the food administration for 
cutting retail selling costs, and ac- 
cepted by representatives of Indiana 
grocers, eliminates most of the prac- 
tices that have been criticised as costly 
and wasteful. 
The proposals include: 


The abolition of 
soliciting 
orders 
during the Avar. 


Cutting deliveries to not more than 
one a day. 


The elimination of the credit sys- 
tem. 


Developing 
co-operative 
delivery 
systems where possible. 


The sale of such articles as prunes, 
cornmeal, oatmeal in bulk. 


The general enforcement of these 
rules should reduce appreciably the 
cost of selling. 
The delivery system, 
in particular, has constituted a costly 
abuse. 
So habituated have customers 
become to the frequent trips of the 
grocer's wagon that it no longer seems 
necessary to order more than a few 
things at a time. 
The housewife feels 
free to telephone for a delivery at any 
time during the day. 
To meet this 
demand, stai-ted and encouraged per- 
haps by the merchants themselves be- 
cause of competition, large dealers Mr* 
required to maintain 
many 
vehiclM 
and few of trte smaller dealers are abla 
to do business without one or two. 
If 
only one delivery a day were made the 
number of these could be reduced. 


Anj' saving made by the dealers 
through the government's war pro- 
gram should be shared with the con- 
sumer. 
High retail prices, it has been 
said for years, are due in part to ex- 
pensive methods of selling. 
If these 
are eliminated the public has a right 
to lower prices. 
Credit, frequent de- 
liveries. etc.. are a convenience, but if 
the consumer is not to have them he 
should not be obliged to pay for them. 
The ideal system might be to permit 
those who want e.xpensive servica to 
pay for it and to let othei-s who pay 
cash and carry home their own parcoia 
reap the benefit of their efforts at 
economy.

"The printed Red Cross directions 
for knitting soldiers' socks are not the 
only ones which will produce an ac- 
ceptable article.

"Yarn of colors other than gray and 
khaki is preferable for socks, to save

London, Xov. 23.—Prior to the de- 
parture of the American mission for 
Paris, Col. E. M."*House authorized the 
following: statement to the British offi- 
cials, press and public, which he asked 
should not be published until after the 
mission reached France: 


"I have been impressed by the won- 
derful machinery you 
have 
created 
here at the heart of your empire to 
control your part of the war. 
You 
have given the world an example of 
the efficiency of democracy which will 
be of lasting value. 
The glorious vic- 
tory of the Somme is the beginning of 
the realization of this efficiency and 
will hearten every lover of democracy 
throughout the world. 


"We also are creating in Washing- 
ton a vast new machinery of govern- 
ment to bring our i-esources to bear 
.'ind we shall profit by what we have 
seen here. 
We all realize that no hu- 
man organization is perfect and 1 am 
sure you will not be content with yours 
any more than we will be content with 
ours, until the tools that we are mak- 
ing have accomplished the great work 
for which they are being forged. 


"It is Inspiring to feel that our two 
organizations will 
work closely 
and 
frankly together In the cause of lib- 
erty.

gion.

This wood 
finally 
was cleared of Germans and the ad-

Masnieres. 
Rome opposition was encountered in a 
suburb, hut by 1 o'clock this had been 
overcome and the British had crossed 
the I / E s c a u t cannl at a lock. 


Fought P.itScrly But In Vain. 


The small Gorman garrison fought 
bitterly to retain Masnieres. The whole 
place was undermined with dugouts in 
which the enemy was hidden with m a - 
chine 
guns, but 
the 
Germans 
were 
forced to give up this place after a san- 
guinary struggle. 
Some of them were 
atin holding out in the cellars today. 


Marcoing was taken with small re- 
sistance on the part of the enemy and 
this gave the British a second cross- 
ing of the canal. 
The advancing troops 
forced a passage here at the same hour 
as Masnieres was entered. 
The Mas-

had

WItlier Under Terrible Fire. 


The first counter attack came over 
the ridge from the northeast of Mas- 
nieres. 
The 
enemy 
advanced 
in 
massed formation as in the eai ly days 
of the war. 
The British had concen- 
! trated a large number of machine guns 
at this point and wore 
hoping for 
a 
counter attack. 
They permitted 
the 
enemy to advance to within a thousand 
yards of the line before they opened 
fire. 
Then the machine guns and ar- 
tillery were turned on the G e r m a n s 
and they were smashed in a withering 
storm. 


At 1 o'clock an attack on Marcoing 
was attempted by the enemj', but as in 
the former case they were caught in a 


whicli they never dreamed existed. Thoy 
were the great tanks, and the people 
stand in amazement as these mighty en- 
gines ploughed their way forward. 


Few Germans in Place, 


Only 380 Germans were holding the 
town and all except a few left in the 
cellars withdrew five minutes before the 
British entered. 
With the civilians who 
greeted the British were two German sol- 
diers, one from Alsace and the 
other 
Ijorraine. who had deserted 
and 
were waiting io give themselves up to 
the British with whom they sym]>athized. 


During the three years of their captiv- 
ity the civilians were fed by the Ameri- 
can relief committee. 
All other food was 
re(|uisititi(med 
by 
the 
(iernians. who 
placed heavy penalties on those M ho con- 
cealed any. 
For in.stance. the secreting 
of a bottle of ordinary Avine called for a 
fine of ten francs or a long term in 
prison, and it was twice as severe a pen- 
alty for hiding a bottle of champagne. 
Many persons served terms in jail for 
alleged violations of the orders. 
They 
were well fed. however, owing to Ameri- 
can relief, and all appeared healthy. 


Germans Strip the Houses. 


The Germans stripped all the houses 
of the town of their furniture as soon 
as they entered. 
Among the 
houses 
thus pillaged 
were 
five 
magnificent 
chateaux. 


Men of military age were arre.sted 
and sent to Germany. 
Women 
were 
compelled to do all manner of work, 
such 
as 
sweeping 
streets, 
washing 
clothes of German officers and wait« 
ing on officers. 
The mayor declared 
his belief that Germany was actually 
starving. 
He said there seemed to be 
no doubt that the civilians in Germany 
were undergoing great hardships. 


Among the most interesting of the 
refugees was a- man of military 
age 
who had hidden in a cellar for three 
years to escape the Germans and had 
been fed by his wife with an extra ra- 
tion of food allowed her because she 
had a baby. 
This man is 35 years old 
and in the ordinary course would have 
been airested and sent 
to a 
prison 
camp as soon as the Germans entered 
the town. 
He did not want to leave 
his wife and baby and so hid in a se- 
cret place in the cellar, thereby mak- 
ing hinivself liable to the death penalty 
if detected. 


Never DLseovered HIni. 


(Jerman officers came to live in his 
house and daily he heard them tramp- 
ing about above him. 
In accordance 
with the custom, this house and all 
others 
were searched every little while 
to see if anyone was concealed, but the 
Germans never discovered his hiding 
place. 
Each day while the officers 
were away his wife smuggled his little 
store of food and water to him. 


When the British entered the town 
the wife, after making sure that they 
were indeed British, went home and 
brought out her husband, who had his 
first glimpse of the outside world since 
August. 1914. 
The Germans were to 
have searched the house again the day 
the British captured the town. 
This 
refugee seemed to be in fair health, 
notwithstanding his confinement, but 
his nerves weie badly shattered 
and 
he wept continually today as his story 
was being related. 
He was clinging to 
a 
bag 
containing 
several 
hundred 
francs which he had carried with him 
to his cave.

Nothing. 


Indianapolis. Ind., Nov. 23.—An au- 
thorized s t a t e m e n t f r o m the offce of 
E v a n s "Woollen, state fuel administra- 
tor, to the effect t h a t in Indiana an an- 
nual saving of 2,000,000 tons of coal 
can be affected by the proper m e t h o d 
of firing- f u r n a c e s and 
other 
heating 
plants, iva-s g^iven out yesterday. 
By 
following directions it is declared coal 
consumers can effect a vast saving-. 


"In steam 
heating nnd 
hot 
-water 
plants one source of great waste 
is 
neglect of flues, b o t h inside and out- 
side." 
the 
s t a t e m e n t 
says. 
"Flues 
quickly pick up a coating w h e r e alkali 
w a t e r is used. 
This coating is an in- 
sulation and lequires vastly m o r e heat 
to 
penetrate 
the 
flue 
and 
heat 
the 
water. 
On the inside o f t h e flue, w h e r e 
t h e h e a t strikes direct, soot and dust 
rapidly a c c u m u l a t e and this requires 
m o r e 
heat, which 
m e a n s m o r e 
fuel 
consumption. 


"Those w h o will t a k e time to see 
that t h e f u r n a c e flues are clean will 
lie r e w a r d e d by a saving of at least 20 
p e r cent, in coal consumption. 
It is 
a 
nestablished 
f a c t t h a t 
by 
having 
clean flues f o u r tons of coal will be 
jnade to do t h e w o r k of five. 


Attention to Coals. 


"Where t h e bed of coals is not kept 
evenly 
distributed 
over 
the 
f u r n a c e 
grates, in the spots w h e r e the bed is 
light or t h e g r a t e 
is bare, cold 
air 
rushes into t h e 
firebox. 
This reduces 
the t e m p e r a t u r e of the heating c h a m - 
ber and flues, p e r m i t s gases to get out 
through the chiney without being con- 
Bumed, and it results in the 
b u r n i n g 
of vastly m o r e 
coal t h a n would 
be 
necessary if the fire Avere properly dis- 
tributed. 


" A n o t h e r source of h e a t loss, which 
is very common, is the lack of a tight 
f u r n a c e base and boiler base. 
A crack 
in t h e ash c h a m b e r or a f u r n a c e or a 
c r a c k in a n y p a r t of the fire box per- 
m i t s cold air to rusii in and results in 
i m p r o p e r combustion. 
T h e heat gases 
go out the chimney before they a r e 
burned. 
F e w persons pay 
attention 
to these things, and yet they are cost- 
ing money every h o u r the f u r n a c e is 
operated. 
The m a n w h o is using ten 
tons or m o r e of fuel each winter, in an 
average-sized house, m a y be 
reason- 
ably certain t h a t he is not getting the 
best out of his coal. 
He is wasting. 


"Some of this 
waste, 
to be sure, 
comes f r o m 
flues 
and 
chimneys im- 
properly constructed. 
I\Iany f u r n a c e s 
are improperly built and do not have 
effective d r a f t regulations. 
It is per-

chimneys 
rebuilt d u i i n g the winter, but t h e fuel 
administration 
is insisting t h a t every 
person do his utmost to get the maxi-

the wood-lots of the farm, the board 
says, because "weed" trees, which will 
never develop into lumber 
material, 
can bo cut. 


A bulletin issued by the board goes 
into the question of cost of wood and 
coal for fuel and also shows that the 
farmer piay make big "wages" by cut- 
ting and hauling wood during the win- 
ter months. 
The bulletin says: 


"An investigation of the wood fuel 
supply of Indiana has just been com- 
pleted by the state board of forestry. 
The inquiry included the price of coal 
and wood in every county of Indiana 
and shows that the average cost of 
Indiana 
lump 
coal 
throughout 
the 
state on Nov. 3, 1917, was $5.19 per 
ton and of chestnut hard <coal was 
$9.63 per ton, while of good 
stove 
wood, 16 to 22 Inches In length, for 
a rick 8 feet long by 4 feet high, was 
$2.52 per rick and of good blood vood 
for heating stoves, same length diid 
same size rick, was $2.40. 
The aver- 
age cost of cutting wood is from $1 
to $1.25 per rick and tho price of 
delivery 75 cents per rick. 


"The result 
of 
the 
Investigation 
shows that in many places hard coal 
cannot be obtained and no wood 
offered for sale. 


"Since a cord of good wood is equal 
in fuel value to a ton of coal, the 
foregoing price show that wood fuel 
is cheaper than coal. 
Tho 
scarcity 
and high price of wood is a great in* 
centive to the wood-lot owner to give 
his yiro<fd-lot a forest cleaniner, and of 
convertins the wood in his wood-lot 
into, cavil during tbe cpmfng vrioUh 


The cutting of fallen timber and of 
dead or dying trees and the removal 
of trees that never will grow 
into 
good saw timber is called a forest 
cleaning. 
A forest cleaning gives the 
remaining trees a 
better chance to 
grow and they will grow faster. 


"The profit on a I'lck of wood would 
vary as to the cost of cutting, haul- 
ing and the price received. 
Accord- 
ing to tho Investigation, the wood-lot 
owner would realize from $5 to $12 
per day for his labor and team. Thus, 
it can bo seen, cutting wood is not 
only profitable but improves the wood- 
lot. 
Of recent years, when coal was 
cheap, wood-lot owners have neglected 
this source of income. 
Now since it 
pays to cut wood, let every wood-lot 


owner, as soon as the busy season is 
over, begin to cut wood, not only for 
home consumption but for sale to the 
public. 


"There is always a market for wood 
and, even if one should have a sur- 
plus, it does not spoil, but increases 
in value as It becomes seasoned."

Get Thanksgiving Clothes at Menter's 


New York, Nov. 23.—A 
campaign 
to hejp build up the army morale by 
putting a khaki testament in every 
soldier's kit has been given the united 
support of the federal churches, and 
the approval of the administration at 
Washington, 
according 
to 
an _an- 
nouncement made in this city today 
at a meeting of the war committee of 
the American 
Bible society. 
James 
R. Wood, president of the American 
Bible society, announced that the com- 
mittee had approved plans to raise 
$400,000 for the immediate distribu- 
tion of these testaments to all Amer- 
ican soldiers and sailors now serving 
under the colors. 


The money needed for the printing 
and distribution of these 
testaments 
will be raised through American Bible 
week. 
The date announced for this 
week is December 1 to 11.

"The appeal which the campaign will 
make is one which is bound to awaken 
a response among thoughtful Chris- 
tian people," said Mr. Wood. 
"We 
must recognize that the maintenance 
of army morale is one of the surest 
ways of assuring victory, and we look 
to see the American army, not only 
the strongest, 
but the cleanest 
and 
noblest army at the front. 
' "The campaign should make an ap- 
peal to all patriotic citizens, and the 
committee feels that 
a special 
re- 
sponsibility rests with the 
Christian 
churches." 


President Wilson's approval of the 
cai^ipaign was read in the following 
letter: "1 am glad to have the op- 
portunity to endorse the effort of the 
American Bible society to procure a 
fund of $400.000 to cover the expense 
of supplying the men in the army and 
navy with Bibles. 
This is an object 
which I am sure all Chri.stlan people 
will want to see accomplished. 
I hope 
that it may be for the .sake of the men 
who are going to the front. 
They 
will need the support of the only book 
from which they can get it." 


In endorsing the campaign, Colonel 
Theodore 
Roosevelt 
says: 
"I 
very 
earnestly hope that the good people 
of the United States will furnish you 
the means to do this work. 
Ever>- 
soldier and sailor of the United States 
should have a testament. 
The Amer- 
ican Bible society is 'the organization 
through which the work can be done 
in be.?t shape."

of radical raises in the price of tickets, 
ns to Insure that only those will travel 
who absolutely must do so.

lows: On all tickets for express trains 
costing up to five marks, an extra 
charge of three marks will be levied: 
tickets hitherto costing- from five to

twenty-five marks, twenty marks e.i- 
trn, and for sums above twenty-five 
marks, ten marks extra for each ten 
marks as ordinarily charged.

refugees was a man of military age

State Board of Forestry 


Urges Use of "Weed" 


Trees f pr Fuel. 


Indianapolis, .Nov. 22.—Wood as a 


substitute for coal this winter in In- 
diana has been thoroughly inves- 
tigated by the state board of forestry 
with the result that it recommends 
the cutting of more wood. The wood 
may be obtained without injury to 


the wood-lots of the farm, the board 
says, because "weed" trees, which will 
never develop into lumber material, 
can be cut. 


A bulletin issued by tho board goes 


nto the question of cost, of wood and 
coal for fuel and also shows that tho 
farmer may make big "wages" by cut- 
ting and hauling wood during the win- 
ter months. The bulletin says: 


"An investigation of the wood fuel 


supply of Indiana has just been com- 
pleted by the state board of forestry. 
The Inquiry included the price of coal 
and ,wood In every county of Indiana 
and shows that the average cost of 
Indiana lump coal throughout the 
state on Nov. 3, 1917, wan J5.19- per 
ton and of chestnut hard coal was 
$3.6! per ton, while of good stove

Federated Churches Support \ 


Campaign to Aid Morals 


in Army. 


New York. Nov. 23.—A campaign 


to help build up the army morale by 
putting a khaki testament in every 
soldier's kit has been given the united 
support of the federal churches, and 
the approval of the administration at 
Washington, 
according to an an- 


nouncement made in this city today 
at a meeting of the war committee of 
the American Bible society. James 
R. Wood, president of the American 
Bible society, announced that the com- 
mittee had approved plans to raise 
$400,000 for the immediate distribu- 
tion of these testaments to all Amer- 
ican soldiers and sailors now serving 
under the colors. 


The money needed for the printing 


and distribution of these testaments 
will be raised through American Bible 
week. The date announced for this 
week is December I to 11. 


The 
committee 
announced that 


money could be contributed to the 
campaign 
through 
any 
federated 


church or local Bible agency or sent 
to the American Bible society in > 
York city. 


Mr. Wood said the work had been I 


undertaken by the society in response 
to repeated demands from the army 
and navy chaplains, ttte Young Men's 
Christian association, and other re- 
ligious agencies working for the spir- 
itual welfare of the men at the front. 
"The appeal which the campaign will 
make is one which is bound to awaken 
a response among thoughtful Chris- 
tian people," said Mr. Wood. 
"We 


must recognize that the maintenance 
of army morale is one of the surest 
ways of assuring victory, and we look 
to see the American .army, not only 
the strongest, but the cleanest and 
noblest army at the front. 


"The campaign should make an ap- 


peal to all patriotic citizens, and'the 
committee feels that a special re- 
sponsibility rests with the Christian 
churches." 
President Wilson's approval of the 


campaign was read in the following 
letter: "I am glad to have. the op- 
portunity to endorse the effort of the 
American Bible society to procure a 
fund of $400,000 to cover the expense 
of supplying the men in the army and 
navy with Bibles. This is an object 
which-1 am sure all Christian people 
will want to see accomplished. I hope 
that it may be for the sake of the men 
who are going to the front. They 
wlll need the support of the only book 
from which they can get it." 


In endorsing the campaign. Colonel 


Theodore Roosevelt says: "I very 
earnestly hope that the good people 
of the United States will furnish you 
the means to do this work. 
Every 


soldier and sailor of the United States 
should have a testament. The Amer- 
ican Bible society is the organization 
through which the .work can be clone 
in best shape."

Private Frederick M. Cook, age 22
